CANADIAN YOUTH 


Briefs Read by Strathmore Delegates 
The following is a summary of the 
findings of the Senior Group of dele- 
gates who have spent much time and 
thought during the past three weeks 
framing a “brief” that if put into 
practise would work toward the bet- 
terment of conditions generally. 

A number of figures compiled from 
the Canada Year Book of 1937 and 
from J. S. Woodsworth are ommitted 
to conserve space. 

A Life Insurance Co. calculated 
that of every 100 Canadian men start- 
ing life at 25, by the age of 65, 36 
have died, 1 is wealthy, 4 are well-to 
do, 6 live on earnings, 54 are no long- 
er self-supporting. 


CONFERENC: 


2. As a result— 

(a) Families are strugg ing 
along making only enough for the 
bare necessities of life. 

(b) They are not in a position to 
own their own homes. 

(c) They cannot take holidays.

WHEATLAND S. D. 


The Board of the Wheatland School 
Division No. 40 met at Strathmore on 
Friday, May 26th. 

An agreement was signed between 
the Boards of the Wheatland School 
Division and the Strathmore School 
District for the inclusion of the Strath 
more S. D. in the Division and has 
been forwarded for the approval ot 
the Minister of Education. 

A new 6-room house with full base- 
ment and furnace has been purchased 
at Swalwell as a residence for the 
principal. A grant of 50% of the 
cost of such buildings is now being al- 
lowed by the Department of Educa- 
tion. 

Approval was given for the moving 
of a suitable school building to the 
Valley Garden school site to replace 
the one lost by fire there last January 

A new teacher’s salary schedule 
was adopted to take effect as from 
Sept. 1st. 1944 which will have the ef- 
fect of making the minimum salary 
for Elementary teachers $1,000.00 per 
annum with increments based on ex- 
perience. The minimum for High 
School teachers is $1,400.00 and a 
maximum of over $2,000.00 may be 
reached by H. S. principals with nec- 
essary experience and qualifications. 

The resignation of Miss Doris Harp 
as teacher of Crowfoot School, due to 
ill health, was accepted and Mrs. 
Ethel White has taken over the duties 
of teacher there, for the balance of 
the term. 

Applications are now being receiv: 
ed from teachers for next school year, 
and five new ones have already been 
signed up. 

Owing to the rising cost of building 
material etc. the insurance coverage 
on buildings was increased by 10% 
and on furniture and equipment by 20 

The annual schooY sports are being 
held throughout the Division during 
the first part of June, the one at 
Strathmore being on June 9th There 
will be one at Kathryn, Acme, Swal- 
well and Rosebud this year.

@ Increased Pay for Returned Men— 
Three Orders-in-Council tabled in 
the House, to be effective June Ist., 
are significant of the trend towards a 
maximum of better security for mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces in the early 
discharge pehiod. Briefly, increases 
for allowances under the _ post-dis- 
charge re-establishment order for 
those who would like to take a course 
in vocational training , or continue 
their education will be— for single 
men from $44.20 a month to $60, and 
for married men to $80 from $62.40. 
There wil be increases for those wait- 
ing returns from small bus'ness or 
farms, and this includes men who are 
fit and for whome suitable jobs can- 
not be located, or for men temporarily 
incapacitated. Widows of pensioned 
vets of the First Great War can get 
pension or allowance if married be- 
fore May 1, 1944; a disability pen- 
sioner may receive allowance for wife 
and children if marriage took place 
and children were born before the 
same date, and there is provision for 
increase to $30 from $15 if pension 
for a dependent parent. 
@ Housewives need never feelgfliat 
by buying jam or any other commod- 
ity in retail stores, they are depriving 
the armed forces. Some women, the 
Consumer Branch tells us, have been 
suggesting they shouldn’t do any 
home canning, but should leave the 
sugar to make jam for the lads over 
there. This is a generous but quite 
unnecessary gesture we are told. 
Whether for bombs or for jam, the 
armed forces have a priority. In case 
of jam, the needs of the forces have 
been carefully calculated. Women 
are urged to preserve all the fresh 
fruit they can, with the amount of 
sugar it has been possible to put at 
their disposal. Later, when home 
canned goods give out, jam may be 
bought with any preserve coupons 
which are then valid. 
@ This Dominion's exports for the 
first four months of 1944 reached the 
record figure of $1,035 million, com- 
pared with $778 millions for the same 
period a year ago. We sent to the 
United Kingdom $385,000,000 compar- 
ed to $136,000,000 in the four months 
of 1943, which is an outstanding figure 
showing just what Canada is really 
doing in this war. To United Stateg 
in that period went $395,000,000 and 
to Russia 24 millions, to India $40,000 
000 and even to Italy $50,000,000 a- 
mong others.

Nature in Wild State 
Preserved in 
National Parks 


——_o——_ 
The national parks of Canada were 


established to preserve in their nat- 
ural state areas of outstanding beauty 
and interest and to keep them as 
sanctuaries for wildlife. They are 
being maintained by scientific man 
agement as natural museums of wild 
birds and animals indigenous to the 
area in which they are situated. 

In the administration of these na- 
tional parks an attempt is made to 
strike a happy balance which will 
permit the wild animals and plants to 
perpetuate their kind and at the same 
time enable man to obtain maximum 
enjoyment from association with un. 
marred nature. A policy aimed av 
preserving the balance of nature by 
the management of all forms of wild- 
life in the park areas is therefore fo)- 
lowed, but at the same time man ts 
encouraged to make use of the parks 
for his health, education, recreation, 
and inspiration. Being living mus- 
eums of widlife, the parks also serve 
as resenoirs from which other  ad- 
jacent areas can be stocked. This tin 
itself is important in vieW of the de- 
pletion, almost to the point of extinc- 
tion, of some forms of Canadian wild- 
life, 

Wildlife adds materially the 
pleasure of the park visitors. How- 
ever charming the scenery, its beauty 
and interest are increased a hundred- 
fold by the sight of wild creatures in 
the forest, the song of birds in the 
trees, the whirr of wings skimming 
the surface of the water, or the leap 
of a trout from deep, eddying pools. 
These add life to tre scene and are 
an essential part of the national 
parks idea. The beauty of scenery 
can best be appreciated where there 
is evidence of the pulsation of life; 
otherwise the most charming spot be- 
comes tinged with melancholy and 
one is apt to experience sensations 
similar to those felt when gazing up- 
on some magnificent ruin whose oc- 
cupants have long since departed. 
There is no doubt that one of the 
most fascinating features of these na- 
tional parks is the opportunity they 
afford to study and photgraph wild 
animals in their natural habitat. 

That is why these areas have  be- 
come national playgrounds in which 


to 


recreation, fresh air, sunshine, beauti- 


ful scenery and wilderness conditions 
combine to effect an uplifting of spirit 
a renewal of strength of body and a 
stimulation of mind. They stand out 
as a national recognition that recrea- 
tion in the outdoors is essential for

Plowman’s Wisdom 


_Now_ that the smoke raised by 
E. H. Faulkner’s book, “Plowman’s 


Folly,’ has cleared away, we are 
left wondering what remains. Pre- 


most of our readers have 
heard of the book which, in the 
words of its author, “_sets out to 
show that the mouldboard plow—is 
the least satisfactory implement for 
the preparation of land for the pro- 
duction of crops.” Tons of paper 
have been used for the publication 
of more or less controversial discus- 
sion of this subject and we don’t 
propose to use more, 

The Canadian farmer is shrewd, 
and is not likely to change his tillage 
methods until convinced of the 
wisdom of doing so. It is estimated 
that 150 -million acres of land will 
be plowed in the United States this 
year and, as usual, the mouldboard 
plow is at work on the Canadian 
prairies. True, there are highly 
productive fields in Southern Alberta 
that have not been plowed for a 
quarter of a century. But in other 
parts of the prairies, the mouldboard 
plow is considered indispensable. 
The plowless fallow with trash 
cover, often combined with strip 
farming, is very effective in the 
control of soil drifting, especially in 
some districts, if tillage operations 
are carried out efficiently and at 
the proper time. It does not follow 
that this practice should he adopted 
universally. 

The prairie plowman’s wisdom is 
beyond question because he selects 
his tillage methods in the light of his 
own and his neighbours’ experience 
plus advice from those whose duty 
it is to examine and to test methods 
which have succeeded elsewhere.

Lee was identified and charged un- 
der the Indian Act for supplying the 
liquor and was sentenced to one 
month’s imprisonment at Lethbridge 
by Dr. Murray, Indian Agent at Sar- 
cee Reserve.
